Without 
the Mayor present, the City Clerk and 
council members did not want to hold 
the reading. 

The meeting was rescheduled for 
Monday, Dec. 9 so that the Resolution 
could be read with the mayor present.

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Cable channels, flooding issues 
discussed at city council meeting

Dropping of cable channels without 
adjustments in the monthly fees was 
a concern council member Yvette 
Thomas brought up Monday night at 
the Clinton council meeting. 

One of many cable customers 


notified about the loss of cable services 
with no fee adjustment, Thomas asked 
city administrator Allen Poole to see 
what length of time was written into 
city’s franchise agreement. “Let’s see 
what our options are,” Thomas said. 

“We also need to see if there is a 
termination clause (in the agreement),” 


city attorney Leanna Wilkerson said. 

The current agreement was renewed 
in November 2009; cursory reading of 
this agreement at the meeting indicated 
that the term of agreement was 10 
years. Thomas and council member 
Phyllis Campbell remembered asking 
for a shorter term for that agreement.

The Hickman County Falcons 
began their match against Community 
Christian Academy Monday night 
in unusual fashion, with senior Billy 
Speed shooting two free throws due to 
a technical foul with the score books. 

The Falcons were quick to take 
advantage of their one point advantage 
as they jumped ahead to 18-6 by the 
end of the first quarter, and maintained 
the lead throughout the 72-40 win. 

The Falcons head coach Eric 
Blalock was proud of the teams play 
on defense, but said the team will have 
to play better in the future. Twenty- 
eight of CCA’s 40 points came in the 
second half. 

One factor that is sure to improve 
defensive play will be the return of 
senior hoopster Ryan Harpole, who 
missed the opening game due to a 
hand injury. Harpole will not be back 
for Friday’s home opener against 
St. Mary, but Blalock is hopeful that 
Harpole will be well enough to play in 
a couple of weeks. 

As the defense improves, it will be 
in a less physical manner than players 
are accustomed to from years past, 
as officials are cracking down on

It’s finally time for the 9th Annual

Council member Ivan Potter asked 
that the council also look at expanded 
media opportunities now available 
to the city. “The governor’s office 
has targeted the river counties for 
expansion of broadband availability,” 
he said, “and we have more choices 
about the services (we can purchase).” 
Mayor Tommy Kimbro agreed to put 
the cable issue on the January meeting 
agenda. 

In reporting on flooding problems 
on College, Angular, and Richmond 
streets, Poole said that he is waiting for 
hydraulic calculations on the College 
Street portion of the drainage project. 
“We need a deadline (for that report),” 
Campbell encouraged. Poole has had 
several conversations with Rod Martin 
of Hunter Martin and Associates, the 
engineering firm for the projects, since 
the initial presentation. No timeline for 
reporting to the council was assigned; 
the council authorized the calculations 
at the November 4 meeting. 

Campbell spoke for College Street 
residents Ronnie and Regina Cruse 
who were present at the meeting. 
“They are not getting any feedback 
when they call about the progress of 
the project,” Campbell said. “They 
would appreciate getting a call, even 
if all you can say is we don’t know 
anything yet.” 

Poole also reported that Jimmy 
Lemons has agreed to do the work 
suggested on Angular Street, putting 
in a retaining curb and gutter; Poole 
has to negotiate an easement with 
a property owner before this work 
can begin. Payment for these flood 
alleviation projects will come out of 
the road fund. 

Since the city has no snow removal 
equipment, Poole told the council, 
“To try to get ahead of the inclement 
weather, we’re going to do a trial run 
treating the streets with salt brine, 
anticipating the bad weather we may 
get this weekend.” 

The brine will be purchased from 
the city of Murray for about 10 
cents a gallon, picked up by Clinton 
workers, and sprayed on streets using 
equipment the city already has. The 
brine can prevent ice and snow from 
freezing on street surfaces, reducing 
accumulation and eliminating the need 
to plow or shovel. 

Question was raised about which 
streets would be given priority. 
Opinion was that with the size of 
the city and the major traffic arteries 
being state highways, all streets could 
be treated since weather forecasts 
are available well in advance of 
approaching weather. 

The report was given that the 
personnel policy now reflected the 
assignment of two personal time- 
off (PTO) days each month for city 
employees, rather than differentiating 
between vacation and sick leave days. 
The council approved that policy 
change at the November meeting. 

The Washington Street Christmas 
decorations were done by the city 
workers this year, saving about $500. 
The nine decorative street lights are 
ready to be set when they arrive from 
backorder. Kentucky Utilities received 
a large order from the city of Wickliffe 
which delayed delivery of lights to 
Clinton. Mayor Kimbro said plans are 
pending about putting in another nine 
lights during the coming year. 

The council went into executive 
session to discuss litigation; no 
action was taken upon their return to 
open session, and the meeting was 
adjourned. Council member Jerome 
Jenkins was absent from the meeting.

Stress-free holiday hosting tips 


Gatherings with friends and 
family are a big part of the 
holiday season.

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Two Months to 10-Digit 
Dialing in Western Kentucky 


PSC urges caregivers to assist 
those who may have difficulty 
with new calling rules that 
take effect in February 2014 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (Dec. 
2, 2013) - With mandatory 
10-digit dialing coming soon 
to western Kentucky as the 
result of a new area code, 
the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) is urging 
caregivers to help elderly 
residents and others who might 
have difficulty making the 
transition to the new dialing 
patterns. 

“The PSC recognizes that 
some customers might have 
trouble adjusting to 10-digit 
dialing,” PSC Chairman David 
Armstrong said. “We encourage 
family, friends and others who 
care for such customers to 
assist them with the transition.” 

An effective way to ease 
10-digit dialing is with 
technology, Armstrong said. 

“A variety of programmable 
landline telephones are 
available,” he said. “They can 
store dozens of numbers and 
allow frequently used numbers 
to be dialed by pushing a single 
button. 

“If you think someone you 
know is going to find it difficult 
to adjust to 10-digit dialing, 
help them obtain an appropriate 
telephone and then help them 
to program it and learn how to 
use it,” Armstrong said. 

Mandatory 10-digit dialing 
begins in two months, when 
area code 364 is added to the 
same geographic area as the 
current area code 270. 

A six-month “permissive 
dialing” period began in 
August. Customers now can 
dial either seven or 10 digits 
when making local calls in area 
code 270. Mandatory 10-digit¬ 
dialing of local calls begins 


Feb. 1,2014. 

The permissive dialing 
period allows customers to get 
used to the new dialing pattern 
and permits telecommunication 
providers to prepare and test 
equipment in advance of the 
establishment of the new area 
code. 

An informational video about 
the permissive dialing period is 
available on the PSC YouTube 
channel at http://www.youtube. 
com/KYPSC. 

Area code 364 was created 
in December 2012 when the 
PSC decided that the best way 
to meet the need for more 
telephone numbers in area code 
270 was through the creation of 
an overlay, which superimposes 
a new area code over an 
existing area code. 

The overlay option is the least 
disruptive for all customers and 
imposes the smallest cost on 
businesses in the area, the PSC 
said in its order creating area 
code 364. This is the first area 
code in Kentucky created by an 
overlay. 

“Keep in mind that an overlay 
does not change current area 
code 270 numbers; everyone 
can keep their current number,” 
Armstrong said. “The only 
change is the 10-digit dialing 
requirement for local calls.” 

Current dialing patterns 
remain in effect until Jan. 31, 
2014. However, customers who 
wish to use the new dialing 
patterns before then may do so. 
Calls will be connected either 
way. 

During the permissive dialing 
period, local calls within area 
code 270 (as well as local calls 
to numbers outside area code 
270) may be dialed using either 
7 or 10 digits - that is, with or 
without the area code. Dialing 
1 for local calls is not necessary 


now and will not be necessary 
after Feb. 1, 2014. Local calls 
will not become long-distance 
calls. 

In its December 2012 order, 
the PSC noted that public 
comments received in the 
case overwhelmingly favored 
an overlay. The other option 
was to split area code 270 and 
designate a portion as area 
code 364, with both landline 
and wireless customers in the 
affected portion required to 
change their area code as a 
result. 

The PSC noted that area 
code overlays have become 
the preferred method for 
creating new area codes 
nationwide. Overlays pose 
the fewest technical issues for 
implementation by an increasing 
complex telecommunication 
industry, the PSC said. 

The first numbers using area 
code 364 may be assigned 
beginning March 3, 2014. 

Area code 270 numbers can 
be assigned after that date, but 
their availability will depend 
on how many remain in the 
inventory of each individual 
service provider. 

Service providers in area 
code 270 are required by the 
PSC to educate their customers 
about the changes resulting 
from the new area code. 

All records in the area code 
case are available on the PSC 
website, psc.ky.gov. The case 
number is 2012-00129. 

The PSC is an independent 
agency attached for 
administrative purposes to 
the Energy and Environment 
Cabinet. It regulates more than 
1,500 gas, water, sewer, electric 
and telecommunication utilities 
operating in Kentucky and has 
approximately 90 employees.

TEN THINGS TO KNOW ABOUT 
KENTUCKY’S NEW AREA CODE 

1. All current area code 270 numbers remain unchanged. Everyone with a 270 area 
code number can keep it. Nobody is required to change their area code or phone number. 

2. The overlay affects both landline and wireless services. 

3. Area code 364 will be overlaid on top of area code 270. That means that area codes 
270 and 364 will occupy the same physical space beginning March 2014. 

4. In order to distinguish between phone numbers with area code 270 and those with 
area code 364, 10-digit dialing will be required for all local calls within the overlay. 

5. Ten-digit dialing also will be required for local calls into or out of the overlay in 
those areas that now allow seven-digit local calling across the area code 270 boundary. 

6. Ten-digit dialing means dialing the area code before dialing the number itself - for 
example: 270-555-1212 or 364-555-1212. 

7. Long-distance calls within the overlay will require 11-digit (1-plus) dialing, just as 
long distance calls to other area codes do now. 

8. A transition period, known as permissive dialing, began Aug. 3, 2013, and will 
end Jan. 31,2014. During that time, local calls can be made using either seven-digit or 
10-digit dialing. 

9. On Feb. 1,2014, 10-digit dialing for local calls will become mandatory in the area 
code 270/364 territory. 

10. Numbers with area code 364 may be distributed beginning March 3, 2014. 
Telecommunication service providers may continue to distribute 270 numbers for as 
long as they have any remaining in their inventories.

Lexington, November 25, 
2013 —Kentucky USDA 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
State Executive Director John 
W. McCauley announced that 
producers now have until 
January 15, 2014, to report 
crops that have a November 
15, 2013, or December 15, 
2013, reporting deadline 
without paying a late-file 
fee. Crops under this waiver 
include wheat and native and 
improved grasses intended 
for grazing or haying. The 
Risk Management Agency 
(RMA) did not grant a waiver 
so producers need to consult 
their crop insurance agent for 
deadlines for insured crops. 

“In order to comply with 
FSA program eligibility 
requirements, all producers 
are encouraged to visit the 
your County FSA office to file 
an accurate crop certification 
report by the applicable 
deadline,” said McCauley. 

The following acreage 
reporting dates are applicable 
for Kentucky: 

• December 15, 2013: 
Barley-Gr, Canola (FAL), 
Oats (FAL), Rye, Annual Rye 
Grass, Wheat 

• January 2, 2014: Honey 

• January 15,2014: Apples, 
B lueberries, Caneberries, 
Cherries, Chestnuts, Grapes, 
Peaches, Pears, Pecans, 
Plum, Rhubarb 

• May 1, 2014: Nursery 

• May 31, 2014: Final 
date to report small grains 
planted acreage, including 
small grains planted on CRP 
acreage. 

• July 15, 2014: Alfalfa, 

Beans, Beets, Broccoli, 
Cabbage, Canola-SPR, 
Cantaloupe, Carrots, 

Cauliflower, Clover, Corn,

• If a producer acquires 
additional acreage after the 
above acreage reporting 
date, then the acreage must 
be reported no later than 30 
calendars days after purchase 
or acquiring the lease. 
Appropriate documentation 
must be provided to the 
county office. 

• If a perennial forage crop 
is reported with the intended 
use of “cover only,” “green 
manure,” “left standing,” or 
“seed” then the acreage must 
be reported by July 15th. 

According to McCauley, 
Noninsured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program (NAP) 
policy holders should note 
that the acreage reporting 
date for NAP covered crops is 
the earlier of the dates listed 
above or 15 calendar days 
before grazing or harvesting 
of the crop begins. 

Additionally, producers can 
purchase both NAP and RMA 
coverage for 2014 annual 
forage crops. NAP coverage 
will not be available for 2015 
annual forage crops.

College Goal Kentucky provides free help 
to Kentucky students filing for financial aid 


College Goal Kentucky, 
which provides free help to 
families applying for college 
financial aid, will take place 
starting in January 2014, at 
sites across the state.

Dates 
and start times will vary by site, 
so attendees are encouraged to 
confirm specific site details by 
following this link. All attendees 
will be eligible to enter into a 
drawing for a chance to win one 


of four $500 scholarships that 
can be used at any Kentucky 
school. 

At College Goal Kentucky 
sites, financial aid professionals 
from Kentucky will help 
students and families complete 
the Free Application for Federal 
Student Aid (FAFSA). The 
FAFSA is the form students 
must submit to receive federal 
and state student aid. 

“This is a premier event 
that provides Kentuckians 
with both informational and 


financial resources to reach 
their postsecondary educational 
goals,” said KASFAA President 
Katie Conrad. “With the 
assistance of the financial 
aid experts at College Goal 
Kentucky, students can submit 
the FAFSA in a timely manner, 
enabling them to qualify for 
thousands of dollars in financial 
aid, including a variety of grants 
and loans.” 

Demand continues to rise 

According to the Kentucky 


Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA), 

participation in state aid 
programs has more than 
quadrupled since the 1990s. In 
the 2012-2013 academic year, 
KHEAA disbursed $198.7 
million in higher education 
grants and scholarships to nearly 
93,860 students. Students who 
file the FAFSA before early 
February have the best chance 
of receiving these funds.
